Ranchers To Ship 
Cattle By Way 
Of Churchill 


According to M. Roosa, of the firm 
of Roosa & Wikstrand, ranchers and 
railroad contractors, fat cattle are in 
good demand and should be for some 
time to come. 

Mr. Roosa, who with his partner 
runs some 1,200 cattle on their ranch 
adjoining the town of Vermilion, 
stated in‘ conversation with The 


Tribune reporter that the market for 
unfinished cattle was very poor, ow- 
ing to the number which are being 
dumped on the market from the dried- 
out areas. 

The visitor further stated that his 
firm has between 700 and 1,000 head 
of cattle fattening at Saskatoon. He 
stated that shipments are made to the 
eastern and Old Country markets. He 
said that he had just received returns 
on two carloads which they shipped 
to England and the results were very 
satisfactory.

shipment. He explained that via 
Churchill would greatly lessen the 
rail route.

“Your Excellencies, the Governor- 
General and Lady Bessborough: 

“It is a rather happy coincidence 
that the visit of Your Excellencies to 
the Valhalla district should come in 
the year that marks the _ twentieth 
anniversary of the foundation of our 
settlement. Twenty years ago last 
Easter the first party of settlers ar- 
rived under the leadership of the Rev. 
H. N. Ronning, who really is the 
father of the settlement,, and twenty 
years ago the 6th of this month an- 
other large party of settlers arrived, 


and with very few exceptions these 
first settlers are still making their 
home In the Valhalla district. During 


these twenty years of community life 
we have had the pleasure of enter- 
taining several parties of men and 
women, people who have been leaders 
both in provincial and Dominion 
affairs, both political and financial; 
but let me assure Your Excellencies 
that never have we looked forward to 
a visit with greater pleasure than 
yours, as it fulfills a long cherished 
hope that some day we might have a 
visit from a Governor-General of our 
great Dominion, and I deem it both a 
pleasure and a honor to have the 
opportunity this afternoon to extend 
to Your Excellencies a sincere wel- 
come and kindest greetings and best 
wishes of the people who are making 
their home here, and to assure you of 
the loyalty of the people. 

“The Valhalla community is known 
throughout the province as a Scan-
